For six or seven months before the start Sir 
Bartle Frere was kept busy with continual ia- 
terviewing and letter-writing, The first diffi- 


culty that arose had to do with the expenses of |. . 


the tour, The Indian Government wero to 
pay the travelling expenses in India. Tho 
House of Commons passed a.vate of £60,000 
for thé personal expenses of the then Princo 
and his suite, in spite of the proposition of cere. 
tain members, who could not see that the visit 
had any more ‘significance than a ‘magnified 
Lord Mayor's Show. : 

This sum of £60,000 Sir Bartle: Frere, who 
would have to make it suffice, and was tobe 
Tesponsible for the way in which it was spent, 
Pronounced to be inadequate. Unless, he 
said, the amount were increased to something 
like £100,000 the ‘Prince ‘would be unnhle to 
give presents suitable to his rank and tothe 
occasion, , 

: COSTLY PRESENTS, i 

: Though the presents the Prince received 
lWere, according to an established rule, to be 
handed over to the Government, it had been 
stipulated that he should pay out of his own 
grant for those which he.gave, and this alone | 
would absorb more than half of the £60,000, 

‘ As no more money could be asked for from 


Parliament that session, it was suggested that, |" 


as it would not do for the presents the Princes 
gave to be fess valuable than those he received, 
an order should be issued limiting the value of 
what the Indian chiefs were to offer. . 

The matter was allowed Jo stand until the 
Prince reached. Bombay, when, to Sir Bartle 
Frere’s selief, Lord Northbrook obtained an- 
other £100,000 from the Indian Treasury, for 
the presonts’ fund. st . 

Among other things, Sir Bartle Frere had to 
make arrangements with the special corres. 
pondents of the newspapers, He desired’ to 
give them every facility for obtaining informa. 
tion without interfering with the Prince's 
privacy, . 

There was an erroneous idea'apparently that 
stvon or eight correspondents would’ be allowed 
to go out to India at the public expense on the 
Sérapis, the-Admiralty troopship, which was 
fitted out to carry the I'rince. Swarms of 
editors and special correspondents personally 
interviewed Sir Burtle Frere in their endeavours 
to be included among the mythical seven or 
eight. ; : 

“They seem never content with a refusal in 
writing,” Sir Bartle ‘wrote to Lord Salisbury, 
at the time. “One very intelligent young 
gentleman, after a very long argument, seemed 
nearly nonplused, when a very bright idea 
struck him.

,.“Lhad suggested he should always go on 
‘ahead, and wait the Prince's arrival! at Calcutta, 
Bombay, etc. No, sir, on reflection { see that 
It would give me the best

part. You see, it is certain that attempts wil] 
be made to assassinate him and probably as he 
isdleaving some place, Now, if | had gone on 
ahead when the attempt was made, I am sure 
it would kill me.’ : 

“" Kill you?’ 1 said, rather interested in his 
very loyal feeling, 

“Ves, sit, it would kill me. I anv sure it 
would. I have never been beaten yet—never 
failed to be present at the mast Interesting 
moment, and ‘if anything of the kind were to 
happen when [ had gone on ahead, it would 
kill me at once.”’ 

As showing'the anxiety of some people to 
intrude upon the private life of the royal fa» 
mily, certain persons and associations in Scot- 
land and elsewhere thought it their special 
duty to address the Prince as to the manner in 
which he ought to spend his sundays during 
thetoar. It had already been arranged, how: 
ever, that the : undaya should be kept—as in 
England—as days of rest, so that Sir Bartle 
Frere was able to convince the petitioners that 
intervention was unnecessary.

MAD DOGS.

During the past few weeks various cities 
in the Far East have been the subject. of 
hydraphabia scares, with the result that the 
nvost stringent regulations are being smposed 
upon thase who keep dogs with the object of 
preventing an outhreak of rabies, The latest 
seare is reported from Penang. ‘There a dog 
suddenly went mad and ran amok, attacking 
several people in the course of its wild 
career. One man who had heen bitten was 
taken to the hospital, where he went down 
on his hands and knees and began barking, 
like a dog. Subsequently he died in great 
The result of this case, which was 


in Penang, has been to create the utmost 
alarm among the people of the Settlement, 
and-appeals are being made td the Govern: 
tment ‘to enforce a muzzling order on all 
dogs. In one of the Northern Settlements, 
either Shanghai or ‘Vientsin, a mad dog ‘was 
the cause uf the death of a young Oerman 


the other day, and indeed on every side | 


the of a general attack of 
hydrophobta has taken possession of 
the people, ‘until they have almost be- 
come obsessed ‘on the subject.’ So far 
Hongkong has escaped this epidemic of 
rabies, but it is evident from these reports 
that it behoves the Government to take all 
measures possible to secure immunity 
from this most harrowing “peril, At pre: 
sent tegulations are in forte, against the 
importation uf dogs from Shanghai, but it 
would be advisable to have similar regula: 
tions put in operation against Singapore and: 
Penang. In addition to that, the police of 
Hongkong should have instructions to 
“arrest " all dogs found wandering at large 
in the public- strects, and those without 
collars or sveningly ownerless’ ‘should be 
despatched, after sufficient time’ has been 
allowed for the Owners to appear and claim 
the animals, Pariahs may. not be such-a 
nuisance in Hongkong as they are in some 
other cities that could be named, but: they 
are’ to be seen, especially in the lower 
parts: of the city, and they should be 
dealt with in the most summary fashion. 
If rats are capable of transmitting dis- 
ease to the human race why not pariahs, 
which actually come into closer contact with 
humanity than the vermin of the. cellar? 
‘These pariahs and ownerless mongrels live 
on the off-scourings of the city, and are just 
as liable to contract disease as any other 
animal. In the report of the Acting Medical 
Officer of Health recently published re 
ference was made to the manifold sources of 
plague infection, and there can be hittle 
doubt that the waifs and strays among dogs 
are a distinct menace to the health of the 
community. It is to be hoped that the 
Sanitary Board will recognise the importance 
of this question and take steps to avert the 
introduction, so far as they ppssibly can, of 
the dread disease of hydrophobia into Hong- 
kong. . : ‘

THB DIALKCTS OF .YIMO 
PORTUGURSE-GALOLL DICTIONARY, * 


© Within the past few months, the Portuguese 
possession of Timor in.the Malayaslan -archi- 
pelago hay come into some prominence, as we 
noted in our catumns about the begioning’ of 
last month, Tho question had arisen‘as to the 
acquisition of the islinds hy the Germans, 
whereupon the Government of the Australian 
Commonwealth saw fitto move in.the matter 
with the abject of acquiring the islands, which 
‘are in close proximity tu the Australian con- 
tinent: Timor is certain to attract public, 
attention more and more, at its mineral and 
agricultural resnurces are gradually developed 
vnot through Fortuguese energy, but by 
reason of the interest which has been created in 
the islands owing to the introduction of toreign 
capital for the development of the petroleum 
fields. Tha latest advices that we hayo received 
regarding, the islands are to the effect that 
the syndicate, represented by Lr. Hlhott, of 
Sydney, intended to despatch the members of 
their staff to begin operations in the petroleum 
fields in the early part of this month,’ the party 
being due to arrive, at Dilly by the 7th inst. 
Any volume, therefore, tending to entighten the 
obscuiri ies of cur knowledge of the ¢ posses 
sions is'most assuredly welcome at the present 
time; and it is with much pleasure that we have 
ta- acknowledge the receipt from the ‘Rev. 
Father Manuel Maria Alves da Silva, of the 
.Portugnere Missions, cf the most recent publi- 
cation—the Diccionaris Portueuea-Guloll, The
